TURKISH PRESS 
LAW PROTESTED 


Victor Lasky, Chairman of the Free- 
dom of the Press Committee, cabled the 
following message to the President of 
Turkey: 

‘The Freedom of the Press Commit- 
tee of the Overseas Press Club is con- 
cerned at recent enactment by your gov- 
ernment of law which, according to New 
York Times, calls ‘for imprisonment for 
foreign correspondents who send out base- 
less and exaggerated dispatches likely to 
hurt the prestige or influence of the Gov- 
ernment.’ 

‘The Overseas Press Club is an as- 
sociation of 1500 past and present corres- 
pondents and naturally, is concerned at 
implications of this legislation. We are 
therefore inquiring if you would inform us 
as to correctness of the interpretation 
placed upon this legislation that it could 
result in the imprisonment of newspaper- 
men from foreign countries stationed in 
Turkey. We would also appreciate an of- 
ficial statement from your government out- 
lining your position in this matter which 
so concerns us.”
